Editor: Several times I have drāwn a 
sketch of the arch gate for Memorial Hill. 
Nothing seemed like a workable design. ` 
ae ana Terry Edwards. He didn’t 
need a sketch or anything else except the go 
ahead to make eee Boa 

Kent Berg took care of the basic con- 
struction of the side pillars with pipes that 
stood 14 feet tall. Clay Coleman furnished 

_ the stencils for Terry to hand-cut the steel 
plate letters that spell out “Memorial Hill” 
_on top of the arch. The pipe, 12 inches in 
diameter and 30 feet long was all assem- 
bled with the letters welded on, ready to 
o. 
On Saturday morning, May 20, it was 
time for the arch to be assembled. How to 
raise that 2,500-pound piece into position 
was solved by Ray Norton, owner of the 
Olde Swiss Square, on Midway Main 
| Street. Ray Norton came to the Memorial 
Hill to see what was needed, It wasn’t 
much of a challenge for that crane to lift the 
2,500-pound pipe into place. 

Next comes the electrical work and 
lights to install. The project will be com- 
pleted by Gene Probst doing the rock work. 
The gates to secure the hill come last. The 
Scouts are ready to start their projects on 
pe upper flower gardens on the top of the
